DEMOCRATS OPPOSE BOND PRGVISION

Urgent War Ml Removing Restric-
tlonx on the Guariermanter's De-
pariment s Passed by
Unanimous Conscnt,

WASHINGTON, April 28.—Defore the de-
bate on the war revenue bill was resumed
In the house today an urgent War measure
was pa sed, by unanimous consent, to repeal!
the limitatlons upon the purchase of quar-i
termaster's supplies durlng the exis!ing war,
with Spain.

Mr. Payne (rep.) of New York, a member,
of the ways and means committee, was the
first speaker on the war revenue bill to-|
day. In the course of his remarks Mr.|
Payne sald that in disciplined armies and In|
teasoned soldlers, Spaln at the present had)|
the advantage, and that It was therefore|
the part of prudence to supply the go\'vrn-'
ment with all the pecuniary means neces-
sary to recurit and prepare our army for
the fleld.

He combatted the opinion of Mr. Sayers|
that $300,000,000 would be sufficlent. Our,
war preparations were costing $26,000,000 a
mon.h. With armies in the fleld the ex-
penditure would be much greater,

Mr. Wheeler (lem.) of Alabama, a mem-
ber of the ecommittee, announced opposi-
tion to the bond propositios, but sald If it
was not stricken out he would fee] Impelled
to vote for the measure.

Mr. Dockery (lem., Mo.) discussed the con.
ditlons of {he treasury. He objected to the
leaders on the majority side picturing to the
country a bankrupt treasury o order to lay
a foundation for bond issues.

Mr. Dalzedl (rep., PaJg, b support of the
bill, sald that the bonds proposed to be
floates by the pending  bill  could not be
avolded. "Tae ordinary and extraordinary
revenues of the government would not be
suifllent to pregecute a great war

1T J: A BANIFIOEANT FEATURE,

t tde regarded the bond provisions of the bili
las Ity most benefcent feature. It opened
the ‘car to patriotism by giving those who
could not go to the front an opportunity to
share the glory by supporting the governs
ment,

Mre. McMilln (dem., Tenn.) criticised some
of the Internal revenue features of the bill
as especiatly onerous on the poor, and argued
that the wealth of the couniry shoull bear
A greater proportion of the war taxes. He
quoted Secretary Gage as sayk:g that $500,-
000,000 was suMclent to prosecute Lthe war.
As there were now in the treasary $200,000,-
000, He contended that a bond authorizatico
WAS UNNECCRRATY,

Mr. Hopkins (rep., 11l.) commended the
bill ms the best that could be framed to
raise extraordinary revenues. Over §i0,000,-
000 would be obtalued from beef and to-
bacco, artleles of voluniary consumption,
The remainder would come [rom tonnage
taxatlon and from the stamp tux, which
would fall mainly on the clasges able to pay.
The bond feature of the bill had been urged,
he eald, by the petriotic sdministration
which was to prosecute the war.

He derided the Income tax proposition of
the minority and was especlally caustic in
his criticism of the proposition to lssae
$58,000,000 of greenbacks. In one year of
the civil war the greenbacks had cost the
government $300,000,000. X

ALWAYS MAKE A MISTAKE.

Mr. McClellan (dem., N. Y.), a member of
the ways and means committee, sald the
great mistake we always mafle in the past,
when confronted by war; had been to under-
estimate the magnitude of the task be-
fore us.

The peovisions In the engineer bill fov e
enlistmout of yellow fever Immunes were
inserted practically ‘W response to the pree-
ldent's request, whidh was made known by
Secretary Alger, The president and secre-
tary bowa think these troops will be uselul
in & campalgn in Cuba. They think there
will be compacsiively little diMculty ia se-
curlag the number' required.

The general phradeology of this amend-
ment is elmllar to the provision In the pre.
vious act except that the “‘speclal quaiMl-
citlon' required’ ls to' be “lmmunity from
digcases Incident to ‘tropical climates.”

powers that pert will be practically closed
te bis ehilps, fcr he would not be permitted
to enter them again for the same purpoce
within three montha, a apace of time that
would consume the amount of coal that
tan be carried on ahiphoard,

This state of affalre strongly accentuates
tho unwiso.polley thas has prevalled in the
past of falling to #ecure coaling stations
in remote parts of the world like Asia,
Admiral Dewey, beocause of this pollcy, Is
under the neceenity now of capturing a port
from the enemy In which he may stay as
long na he pleasca and his positicn, conse-
gquently, 18 much more perilous than that of
the Cuban blockading squadion,

The admiral is believed to have sailed at
2 o'clock yesterday from Mire bay, China,
for the Philippines. Assuming that his sguad-
ron ls traveling at the prescribed rate of ten
knots, it 18 caleulated at the Navy depart-
ment that he should occupy about gixty hours
In the passage to Manlla, which will bring
him off that port early Saturday morning.
It ls probable that If the Spanlsh fleet can be
delven into any harbor under the protection
of tha batteries, Wdmiral Dewey will detach
gome of his ahipe to blockade the port to
keep them there while using another part of
his small force to selge and occupy, with
natlve assivtance, some unfortifled port as a
base. i

FIFTY AMENDM l'l.\’l‘!i_ A II-I-": PREPARED

lepublloans Agree to Some Changens
in the Revenue Il

WAUSHINGTON, April 28.—The republican
membera of the ways and means committee
held a meeting today at which fifty amend-
ments to the war revenue bill were agreed
to. These will be offered in the house ‘o-
morrow. Many of them are mere verbal
amendments, But some are of conslderable
importance,

One of these exempls mutual and co-aper-
atlve life Insuranece compaoies from taxa‘ion.
The tax on Insurance companies is trana-
ferred from the polleles to the premiums,
This amendment conforms to the law of 1866,

The tax on marine, Inlapd and fire jasur-
ance companles s extended to cover en-
ployers” labllity asgoclations, glass and all
other special insurance companles, of which
many classes have grown up o the last few
years,

Railroad telegraphic messages and all
other leased wire messages are exempted by
an amendment llmiting the tax o messagea
“on which the company's charges are pald
or to be collected.”

The tax on chewlng gum is reduced from
1 cent on a 5-cent package Lo one-quarter of
1 ceut,

The tax on beer Ia extended to Include
“‘beer stored.” The amendment wea deomed
necesmry to cover beer In store.

The tax on licenses for dealers In leaf to-
bacco Is reduced from $24 to $12 on those
whose eales do not exceed $10,000 a year
and from %45 to $24 on dealers whose sales
exceed that amgunt. '

fhe most Importamt amendment levies a
tax of 1 cent on all pay telephone messages
costing below 25 cents. The original pro-
vislon exempled messages for a distance
below thirty miles. Mr., Tawney of Minne-
#ola cstimates that this amendment, which
will cover all city and suburban business,
will ralse $5,000,000.

SURGEONS OFFERING SERVICES.

Little Chance for Them Outnide the
Yolunteors,
WASHINGTON, April 28.—Surgeon Gen-
eral Sternberg of the army has recelved ap-
plications from over 1.200 physlcians, who
have offered their services to the government,

and every mall brings numersus additions
to the list. With a view to answering gen-
erally many of these applications, and of
Indiating the requirements and class of
physiclans who may be called on for serv-
lee in the army, he has prepared the follow-
ing circular letter:

The surgeon general highly apprecliates the
patriotle motives which have induced this
offer of services—in many Instances by taose
prominent In the profession and enjoying a
werative practies, but the labor of answer-
Ing these numerous leétters Interferes with
the necessary work of the office, which has
heen  greatly Inereased by the exigencles
conneoted with equipping tne regular and
voiunteer armies for field serviee,

It therefore becomes necessary to ae-
knowledge letters offering serviee and In-
nuirleg relating to the medieal dipartment
by elreular letters. No appointments are
made In the regular army except after ex-
nmination by an army medical examining
board, and all applleations must be gradu-
ates In medleine and lesa than 29 years of
2ge. The surgoon general of the army has
nothing to do with the appointment of medi-
cal offlcers for the volunteer army.

Prof. Echenk Makea Known His Discovary
to the World,

NOTED SAVANT PUBLISHES IT IN A BOOK

Gives in Detnil His Ideas on the Sabe
Jeet of Controlling the Sex of
AR Child Nefore
Birth,

Cablegram—2pectal Telegram)—Dr. 8. L.
Scheok, professor of ¢mbryology In the royal
and imperial university of Vienna, has pubd-
lished a Book dn which he discloste the treat-
meat In which he clalms he can infallibly
determine the sex of a child to be born--
can make sure the child shall be a boy, not a
girl.

As has been cabled Prof. Schenk 18 a
savant of Buropean reputaticn, a learned and
serious sclentist who does not exploit his
digcovery for maney; who refuses to ireat
patieats for fees, however tempting. As a
sclentist and phystcian of reputation he had
submitted his treatment in confiderce to the
Imperial academy of sclence of Vienna, To
the World he hal airmed this much:

First—The sex of the child 8 Influenced
solely and entirely by the mother

Second—During several stages of e de-
velopment the child unboroy is nelther male
nor female, butl sexless.

Third—Tho blood of a man contains one-
fifth morse blood corpuscles than the blood ot
A woman. Blood corpuarles are visible only
under the microacope; they have a disk-like
shapes and they float In the blood, usually
adhering to each other, so that uader the
mioroscope A lot of them look (ke a stock
of coin. These corpuscles carry oxygen In
the blood, “Ife-giving, nourlshing oxygen,'
as Prof, Schenk pats it

Fourth—The diffccence in the number of
corpuscles in the bloosd of 4 man and of a
wortrs Is the beasis not only of the difference
of sex but of the moral and physical powera
of @ man and of A woman. In a worid, & man
Is & muan because be has more blood corpus-
clea,

Fifth—If the larger number, the proper
number of corpusclis, ean be produced in
the ehild hefore birth, the child will be
born a male.

Sixth—This larger pumber can bhe pro-
duced and so dt can be made sure that the
chhd will be a male, by glving proper food
to the future mother,

In his book, Just published, Prof. Schenk
tells whay this proper food Is, how the neces-
sity for It 15 to be determined, how long the
treatment Is to continue. That 18 to say, he
adds to the propositions he had already made
public these:

FOOD FOR MOTHERS,

Seventh—The proper food to  give 1the
future mother s nitrogenized food, food con-
talning nitrogen in concentrated {orm and
fat. She must be permitted to have food
contalning only 8o much carbon hydrate that
she will not suffer for tha lack of It

Elghth—The necesglty for glving this food
is to be learned by determining If the woman
secrotes sugar. Constant and consclentious
tests €or sugar anust be made. I not the
allghtest trace of sugar s found at any time
before the birth of the child It will be a
mule, If wugar s constantly found before
the birth of the child it will be a female
The nitrogenized food iz given to rid the
future mother's eystem of sugar. If sugar is
found and then all traee of it disappears un-
der the Influence of nitrogenized food the
child will be a male.

Ninth—It Is absolutely necessary that the
treatment begin taree meonths before fecun-
dation and continue glx maonthe,

For more than thirty vears Prof. Schenk
hag bern absorbed in etudying the devel-
opment of embryo of man and of the lower
animals and he Is the recoxnized authority
in this branch of science. In his book, in a
historical review, he repeats the past theo-
ries as to parental determination of &px. As
e result of his own otservations and ex-
periments he reafirms the one principle—
the nourlshment of the future mother Is of
the highest and foremost lmportance,

He writes that his long experience hea
taught him to first determine whether the
wWOman secretee sugar, one of the products
of the cumbuetion of food In the sysiem, aod
produced whether the woman ls Ped with a
variety of good food or whether efie is poor
and nourlghed chiefly by vegetable food, If
alie secretes sugar It proves the process of
combustlon ls not perfect, and necessarlly
the nouriehment of the future child, even
when it Is but an atom, ls imperfect. Such
an imperfectly nourished atom Is certain
to hecome a female child; all the elements
of the individual In course of formation ba-
come female. But If no sugar be secreted,
it proves thiat the coembustion of food by the
future mother I8 perfect, that the atom Is
qualified to become a male individual and
that no treatment |s needed., The treatment
la directed only to ellminate the sugar when
it Is found by tests. The treatment glves
to the atom a degree of ripeness that en-
ablea It to develop Into a male Indlvidual or

y.

Nitrogenized food, the process of combus-

tion of food, bs changed and perfected.
NITROGEN NEEDED.

When sugar ls found, writes the professor,
it & necessary to give this kind or that
kind of nitrogenized food. The kind to be
glven Is not only that which perfects com-
bustion, but which also reduced the woman's
welght. This latter effect, suys Prof. Schenk,
can be obtalned by drugs—chloroform, tur-
pentine, salycllic and others—but he pre-
fers to reduce her welght by proper food,
such as albuminous food.

Prof. Bchenk admyits that he does not
know exactly how,the material Influence de-
temmines the sex. The nowrishment con-
veyed from the mother to the child deter-
mines the child’s sex, but he cannot describe
the exact process, He admits, too, that
some women cannot bear his treatment; that
their condition becomes Insupportable when
they are fed on substances containing nliro-
gen in concentrated form. Austrian coun-
try women, who have always lived on vege-
table food, are among these.

The profesaor cltea the famllies In which
he has successfully practieed, without men-
tioning names, of course, He more con-
fidently reafirms some of his former state-
moents:

“It I» by my own choice that T am the
father of slx sous, four of whom are alive
and strong. I can bring it about with humun
beings or with animals having one young at
a time that this offapning shall he male and
